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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is made in response to applicant's amendment filed on 
1/9/2012. Claims 16, 19-22, 24, 25, 36-39, 41-43, and 49-65 are currently pending in 
the application. An action follows below: 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 6, 1 9-22, 24, 25, 36-39, 41 -43, and 49-65 are allowed. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention is directed to systems for transmitting data to a display 
device. Each independent claim identifies the uniquely distinct features transmitting an 
input signal to a display device, the signal including display control data and image data 
and the two data types are separately encoded . The closest prior art, Sakashita 
(USPN: 7027016), Kato (USPN: 6563946), and Matsumoto et al. (USPN: 6693612) 
disclose systems where display control data and image data are transmitted as a jointly 
encoded signal that is further processed before controlling the display device and 
backlight , either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or render the above 
underlined limitations obvious.
